AUTHORIZED WEARING OF UNIFORM AND EQUIPMENT 

I. UNIFORM CLASSES 

A. CLASS B UNIFORM (STANDARD DUTY UNIFORM) 

1. Shirt - Each officer has the option of wearing the long sleeve or short sleeve shirt. 

a. Standard long sleeve navy blue shirt, with shoulder patches and appropriate insignia 
of rank. 

1) Authorized tie must be worn, with top collar buttoned. 

2) Alternatively, the long sleeve shirt may be worn over the authorized turtleneck, 
dickey, mock turtleneck, or authorized black crew neck T-shirt with top collar 
button unbuttoned. 

3) All other buttons must be buttoned including sleeves. Sleeves may not be rolled 
U P- 

b. Standard short sleeve navy blue shirt, with shoulder patches and appropriate insignia 
ofrank. 

1) Authorized black crew neck T-shirt must be worn under the short sleeve shirt. 

2) Only the top collar button shall remain unbuttoned. 

c. Lieutenants and above may wear the white long sleeve or short sleeve shirt at their 
discretion. Sergeants and officers shall only wear the white long sleeve or short 
sleeve shirt when approved by the Chief of Police. 

1) Authorized tie must be worn with the white long sleeved shirt, with top collar 
buttoned. 

2) Alternatively, the long sleeve shirt may be worn over the authorized turtleneck, 
dickey, mock turtleneck, or authorized white crew neck T-shirt with collar button 
unbuttoned. 

3) An authorized white crew neck T-shirt must be worn under the white short-sleeve 
shirt. 

2. Sweater - Can be worn only with the long sleeve shirt and authorized tie, turtleneck, 
mock turtleneck or dickey. 

3. Trousers 

a. Standard or cargo trousers. 

b. All buttons and other closures must be buttoned/closed. 
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c. Supervisors have the option of a black nylon braid along the outside of both legs on 
the 4-pocket uniform trousers. 

4. Jacket - Authorized duty jacket may be worn open or closed. 

5. Hat - Must be worn when directing traffic or working crowd control. 

a. Eight-point hat with hat badge - Must be worn squarely on the head, both side-to-side 
and front-to-back. 

b. Trooper style hat with hat badge. 

1) May be worn at officer’s discretion when appropriate. 

2) Must be worn squarely on the head, both side-to-side and front-to-back. 

c. Stocking cap with APD patch. 

1) The knit stocking cap may be worn at officer’s discretion when appropriate. 

2) Only the authorized stocking cap may be worn. 

3) Cap must be worn so that the APD patch is displayed centered on the front of the 
hat. 

d. “Beanie” skullcap with APD Patch 

1) The beanie skullcap may be worn at officer’s discretion where appropriate. 

2) Only the authorized beanie skullcap may be worn. 

3) Cap must be worn so that the APD patch is displayed centered on the front of the 
hat. 

e. No hat may be worn inside the police station, unless authorized by the Chief of 
Police. 

6. Badge and name plate 

a. Badge shall always be worn on the outer garment on the badge tab when provided. If 
no tab is provided on the outer garment or shirt, the badge shall be worn centered on 
and directly above the left breast pocket; or centered on and directly above normal 
location of left breast pocket if no pocket is provided. 

b. Name plate shall be worn parallel to the seam attaching the pocket flap to the garment 
and centered between the seam and the top of the buttonhole on the left breast pocket. 
“Proudly Serving” pins may be attached to the name plate. 

7. Rank designation on shirt collar - The following specifications will apply in the wearing 
of insignia of rank by Lieutenants, Captains, Deputy Chiefs, and Chief. 

a. Lieutenant’s single bar and Captain’s double bar - The edge of the bar shall be 1/2 
inch from the edge of the collar and parallel to the edge of the collar, and centered top 
to bottom. 

b. Deputy Chiefs oak leaf - The edge of the cluster shall be 1/2 inch from the edge of 
the collar and centered top to bottom. 

c. Chiefs star - The edge of the star shall be 1/2 inch from the edge of the collar and 
centered top to bottom, with the top point up in a parallel line with the edge of the 
collar. 

8. Footwear — Authorized shoes or boots, with black socks. 

9. Garrison belt — Buckle to be centered. 

10. Whistle and chain 

a. Authorized whistle must be hung from a chain and placed inside the right-hand side 
of the right shirt pocket. 

b. Chain must be attached to the right epaulet. 

11. Standard duty belt 

a. Must be worn over Garrison belt so as not to drape or hang on either side. 

b. Belt keepers may be used to assure proper positioning. 
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c. Full duty belt consists of the following: 

1) Duty belt with retention buckle. 

2) Department issued service weapon, loaded, in authorized holster. No officer shall 
have on or about his person any weapon not specifically authorized by the Chief 
of Police or their Subdivision Commander. 

3) A tactical flashlight may be mounted upon the service weapon. 

a) The rails for the light must be professionally installed at the factory. 

b) The tactical flashlight must have a holster capable of holding the weapon with 
the light in place. 

c) In order to carry such equipment officers must first receive training from the 
firearms staff and must also receive refresher training during the annual low- 
light training session. 

4) Handcuffs in single or double handcuff case. 

5) Two extra loaded magazines in divided magazine case. Officers that were issued 
a revolver as their service weapon must substitute the appropriate ammunition and 
pouch. 

6) Retractable baton in approved holder. 

7) OC spray in approved holster. 

8) Officers may carry additional authorized equipment on the duty belt at their 
discretion; e.g., radio holster, additional handcuff case, key ring, flashlight ring, 
etc. 

d. Lieutenants and above, and office personnel, may wear their service weapon on the 
Garrison belt. They must also carry handcuffs, a handcuff key and at least one spare 
magazine. 

12. Body armor 

a. All officers are required to wear the authorized body armor while on duty or 
performing secondary police employment unless exempted as follows: 

1) When the officer is assigned an in-house or administrative function. 

2) When the officer is involved in plainclothes or undercover duties that his 
Subdivision Commander determines would be inappropriate to wear the body 
armor. This applies to both on duty and secondary police employment. 

3) When a physician detemiines that an officer has a medical condition that would 
preclude the use of body armor. The officer must provide a doctor’s slip 
containing the diagnosis or explanation as to why the body armor cannot be worn. 

4) When the officer has been granted an exemption by his Subdivision Commander. 

b. Officers who are exempt from wearing body armor are required to have their body 
armor readily available. 

13. Knives 

a. Officers must successfully complete knife training which will be noted in the 
officer’s record/file. 

b. Authorized knives are to be carried discretely. 

14. Rain gear, hat cover, ear warmers, gloves, and scarf may be worn at officer’s discretion. 

B. CLASS A UNIFORM (DRESS UNIFORM) 

1. White long sleeve shirt with authorized tie and top collar buttoned, with shoulder patches 
and appropriate insignia of rank. 
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2. Trousers 

a. Standard uniform trousers, 4-pocket. No cargo pockets. 

b. Supervisors have the option of a black nylon braid along the outside of both legs. 

3. Jacket 

a. Officers and Sergeants will wear Ike jackets. 

b. Officers who have not been issued Ike jackets will wear their duty jacket, zipped to 
the sternum. 

c. Lieutenants and above will wear the blouse jacket with appropriate borders and 
braids. 

4. Hat 

a. Eight-point hat with hat badge. 

b. Must be worn squarely on the head, both side-to-side and front-to-back. 

5. Badge and name plate 

a. Badge shall always be worn on the outer gar ment on the badge tab when provided. If 
no tab is provided on the outer garment or shirt, the badge shall be worn centered on 
and directly above the left breast pocket; or centered on and directly above normal 
location of left breast pocket if no pocket is provided. 

b. Name plate shall be worn parallel to the seam attaching the pocket flap to the garment 
and centered between the seam and top of the buttonhole on the left breast pocket. 
“Proudly Serving” pins may be attached to the name plate. 

6. Rank designation on shirt collar - The following specifications will apply in the wearing 

of insignia of rank by Lieutenants, Captains, Deputy Chiefs and, Chief. 

a. Lieutenant’s single bar and Captain’s double bar - The edge of the bar shall be 1/2 
inch from the edge of the collar and parallel to the edge of the collar, and centered top 
to bottom. 

b. Deputy Chiefs oak leaf - The edge of the cluster shall be 1/2 inch from the edge of 
the collar and centered top to bottom. 

c. Chiefs star - The edge of the star shall be 1/2 inch from the edge of the collar and 
centered top to bottom, with the top point up in a parallel line with the edge of the 
collar. 

7. Footwear - Authorized shoes or boots, with black socks. 

8. Garrison belt - Buckle to be centered. 

9. Whistle and chain 

a. Authorized whistle must be hung from a chain and placed inside the right-hand side 
of the right shirt pocket. 

b. Chain must be attached to the right epaulet. 

10. Standard duty belt 

11. Lieutenants and above may wear their service weapon, handcuffs and at least one 

magazine on the Garrison Belt. 

12. Lieutenants and above may wear the Class A uniform at their discretion. Sergeants and 

officers may only wear the Class A uniform when authorized by the Chief of Police. 

C. BIKE UNIT UNIFORM 

1. Shirt 

a. Dark navy blue, long sleeve or short sleeve, with shoulder patches, APD badge patch 
and appropriate lettering. 

b. White, short sleeve shirt with shoulder patches, APD badge patch and appropriate 
lettering when uniform of the day requires a white shirt. 
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2. Trousers - Dark navy blue bike patrol trousers or shorts. 

3. Bike patrol jacket with APD badge patch and appropriate lettering. 

4. Undergarments - navy blue mock turtleneck and navy blue leggings 

5. Bike patrol helmet 

6. Standard duty belt 

D. HONOR GUARD UNIFORM 

1. Shirt - white shirt with Honor Guard patches, badge, name plate, and appropriate insignia 
of rank. 

2. Trousers - With gold braid. 

3. Jacket - Honor Guard blouse jacket with appropriate shoulder patches, shoulder cord and 
Honor Guard badge. 

4. Hat - Honor Guard hat with Honor Guard hat badge. 

5. Footwear - black shiny clarino padded collar chukka 

6. White gloves 

7. Belt - Honor Guard leather with loaded service weapon. 

E. K-9 UNIFORM 

1. Shirt 

a. Black, long sleeve or short sleeve shirt, with appropriate lettering. 

b. Black BDU long sleeve shirt 

c. White, short sleeve shirt, with appropriate lettering when uniform of the day is 
requires a white shirt. 

2. Trousers - Black cargo trousers. 

3. Jacket 

a. Black, all-weather jacket, with appropriate lettering. 

b. May be worn open or closed. 

4. Hat 

a. Black K-9 cap. 

b. May be worn at officer’s discretion. 

5. Tactical duty belt and gear 

F. MOTOR BIKE UNIFORM 

1. Shirt - Standard long sleeve or short sleeve shirt may be worn at officer’s discretion. 

2. Trousers - Motor bike riding breeches. 

3. Jacket 

a. Authorized duty jacket, black, with shoulder patches, badge, and name plate. 

b. Black leather motor officer j acket. 

c. May be worn open or closed 

4. Helmet - half or three-quarter shell 

5. Boots - Black leather riding boot or standard uniform boot 

6. Gloves - Authorized 

7. Standard duty belt 

8. Rain gear 

a. Motor bike rain jacket, hi-vis yellow, with badge tab. 

b. Motor bike rain pants, black. 
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G. SWAT UNIFORM - Uniforms and equipment for SWAT training, exercises and operations 
shall be designated by the SWAT Commander or senior SWAT supervisor at the scene. 

H. TRAINING BUREAU UNIFORM 

1. Classroom and range officer uniform 

a. Shirts and sweatshirt 

1) Navy blue, long sleeve or short sleeve shirt, with APD badge patch and 
appropriate lettering. 

2) Navy blue, long sleeve sweatshirt, with APD badge patch and appropriate 
lettering. 

b. Trousers - Tan, tactical trousers, with tan belt or black uniform belt. Range officers 
may wear tactical shorts with tan belt or black unifonn belt while at the range. 

c. Jacket - Any type coat or jacket that is appropriate. 

d. Footwear and socks 

1) Brown hiking-type or black unifonn shoe or boot 

2) Black socks. 

e. Standard uniform at any time. Class A uniform when authorized. 

2. Recruit uniform 

a. Shirts and sweatshirt 

1) Navy blue, long sleeve or short sleeve shirt with Akron Police Academy patch 
and appropriate lettering. 

2) Navy blue long sleeve sweatshirt with Akron Police Academy patch and 
appropriate lettering. 

b. Trousers - Fechheimer UD4000, navy blue or tru-Spec 1062, Khaki in color 

c. Footwear and socks 

1) Standard black uniform shoe or boot 

2) Black socks. 

d. Standard duty uniform without patches, when appropriate. 

I. UTILITY UNIFORM 

1. Shirt - Black, long sleeve or short sleeve shirt, with APD badge patch and appropriate 
lettering. 

2. Trousers - Black, 6-pocket cargo trousers. 

3. Jacket 

a. Black, all-weather jacket, with appropriate lettering. 

b. May be worn open or closed. 

4. Hat 

a. Black cap, or authorized stocking or skull cap, with appropriate lettering. 

b. May be worn at officer’s discretion. 

5. Standard duty belt - The officer’s Unit Commander may modify duty belt requirements 
for personnel wearing the Utility uniform. 

6. The following personnel are authorized to wear the Utility unifonn - Equipment Control 
Officer, Crime Scene Unit, Auto Theft Unit, Property Room, and Weight Enforcement 
Truck. 

J. GUN VIOLENCE REDUCTION TACTICAL TEAM 

1. Will wear the standard uniform which includes the authorized M.O.L.L.E. vest utilized 
by Patrol Officers. 
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2. Depending on their specific assignment. Gun Violence Reduction Tactical Team Officers 
may, on occasion, wear plain clothes when the detail necessitates concealment. 

K. NEIGHBORHOOD RESPONSE TEAM - Will wear the standard uniform which includes 
the authorized M.O.L.L.E. vest utilized by Patrol Officers. 

L. SPECIAL EVENTS UNIFORM (Purchased on Civilian Clothing Allowance) 

1. Shirt 

a. Dark navy blue, long sleeve or short sleeve, with shoulder patches, APD badge patch 
and appropriate lettering. 

b. White, short sleeve shirt with shoulder patches, APD badge patch and appropriate 
lettering when uniform of the day requires a white shirt. 

2. Trousers - Tan, tactical trousers, with tan belt or black uniform belt. 

3. The special events uniform may only be worn during festivals, parades, Lock 3 concerts, 
or other events that are designated by the Chiefs Office or a sub-division commander. 

4. The special events uniform may only be worn for the duration of the special event. 

II. UNIFORM ACCESSORIES 

A. MOURNING BAND 

1. Mourning bands shall be no more than 1/2 inch wide and worn horizontally on the center 
of the police badge. 

2. Mourning bands shall be worn when an Akron Police Officer dies in the line of duty 
immediately following the death through the funeral. 

3. Mourning bands may be worn during other times at the direction of the Chief of Police. 

B. “PROUDLY SERVING” PIN (Purchased on Civilian Clothing Allowance.) 

1. Officers may wear name plate attachment engraved with “Proudly Serving Since (year of 
hire.)” 

2. The engraved pin shall be silver for officers and gold for supervisors. 

C. SKILL DESIGNATION BARS (F.T.O., HONOR GUARD, POLICE NEGOTIATOR, 
SWAT) 

1. Skill designation bars may be worn on the Class A or Class B uniform. 

2. Only those skill designation bars authorized by the Chief of Police may be worn. 

3. When worn, skill designation bars shall be worn centered, 1/8 inch above the right pocket 
flap. 

4. When more than one skill designation bar is worn, they shall be centered, 1/8 inch above 
the other. 

5. No more than two skill designation bars may be worn with the Class B uniform, 
excluding C.I.T., C.L.E.E., Master Evidence Technician, Motor Officer, P.E.L.C., and 
F.B.I.N.A. pins. 

D. C.I.T., C.L.E.E., MASTER EVIDENCE TECHNICIAN, MOTOR OFFICER, P.E.L.C., 

AND F.B.I.N.A. PINS 

1. C.I.T. 

a. C.I.T. pins are considered skill designation bars. 

b. Only the pins received at the time of completing training are authorized for wear. 
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c. C.I.T. pins shall be worn on the right pocket flap, centered between the buttonhole 
and the edge of the pocket flap toward the center of the chest. 

d. May not be worn with the Master Evidence Technician pin. 

2. C.L.E.E. 

a. C.L.E.E. pins are considered skill designation bars. 

b. Only the pins received at the time of graduation and approved by the Chief of Police 
may be worn. 

c. C.L.E.E. pins shall be worn on the right pocket flap, centered between the button and 
either the edge of the flap closest to the center of the chest, or the edge of the flap 
away from the center of the chest. 

3. Master Evidence Technician 

a. Master Evidence Technician pins are considered skill designation bars 

b. Only the pins received at time of certification from OPOTA, and approved by the 
Chief of Police are authorized. 

c. Master Evidence Technician pins shall be worn on the right pocket flap, centered 
between the buttonhole and the edge of the pocket flap toward the center of the chest. 

d. Master Evidence Technician pins shall be worn with the Utility uniform centered 1/2 
inch above the lettering on the right chest. 

e. May not be worn with the C.I.T. pin. 

4. Motor Officer 

a. Motor Officer pins are considered skill designation bars. 

b. Only pins authorized by the Chief of Police may be worn. 

c. Motor Officer pins shall be worn above the right pocket flap, centered between the 
buttonhole and the edge of the pocket flap away from the center of the chest. 

5. P.E.L.C. 

a. P.E.L.C. pins are considered skill designation bars. 

b. Only the pins received at the time of graduation and approved by the Chief of Police 
may be worn. 

c. P.E.L.C. pins shall be worn on the right pocket flap, centered between the button and 
either the edge of the flap closest to the center of the chest, or the edge of the flap 
away from the center of the chest. 

6. F.B.I.N.A. 

a. F.B.I.N.A. pins are considered skill designation bars. 

b. Only the pins received at the time of graduation and approved by the Chief of Police 
may be worn. 

c. F.B.I.N.A. pins shall be worn on the right pocket flap, centered between the button 
and either the edge of the flap closest to the center of the chest, or the edge of the flap 
away from the center of the chest. 

E. FLAG PINS 

1. Flag pins shall be no larger than a five-cent piece, and depict only the flag of the United 
States of America. No other flag pin may be worn unless specifically authorized by the 
Chief of Police. 

2. Flag pins, if worn, shall be centered, 1/2 inch above all other pins worn over the right 
pocket flap. 

3. If no skill designation pins are worn, then flag pins shall be centered, 1/2 inch above the 
right pocket flap. 
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F. SERVICE PINS 

1. Service pins will be issued through the Chiefs Office. 

2. Service pins shall be worn on the right pocket flap, centered between the button and 
either the edge of the flap closest to the center of the chest, or the edge of the flap away 
from the center of the chest. 

III. CARE AND MAINTENANCE OF UNIFORMS AND EQUIPMENT 

A. UNIFORM 

1. Uniforms shall always be clean and neat. 

2. Any tom or tattered uniform item will be replaced. 

3. All officers will maintain a sufficient amount of uniforms and equipment so that he will 
be able to present himself for duty in a clean, neat, authorized uniform. 

4. Plainclothes officers shall maintain one full uniform with necessary equipment, and have 
it readily available either in his locker or unmarked car so that he may at any time report 
for uniform duty. 

B. WEAPONS 

1. Fireanns shall be in good working order and fully loaded with authorized ammunition. 

2. Any defect or other issue concerning a firearm shall be brought to the attention of the 
department armorer. 

C. DUTY BELT AND FOOTWEAR 

1. All parts of the duty belt shall be checked regularly for wear and serviceability. If any 
part is found to be worn, it shall be re-dyed to the original color. Any part found to be 
inoperable shall be repaired. If the item cannot be re-dyed or repaired, it shall be 
replaced. 

2. Shoes and boots shall be kept clean and/or well polished. 

D. BODY ARMOR 

1. Each officer is responsible for the proper maintenance and storage of body armor in 
accordance with manufacturer’s instructions. Body armor will be inspected by the officer 
daily for signs of wear, damage and general cleanliness. 

2. Any damage or wear to the ballistic panels or cover shall be reported. 

E. RADIOS AND OTHER SPECIALIZED EXPENSIVE EQUIPMENT - Such as 

communications equipment, night scopes, surveillance equipment, etc. shall be secured in an 

officer’s residence during off duty hours. 

IV. PERSONAL APPEARANCE 

A. HAIR 

1. Hair shall be neat, clean, and worn in accordance with Department Rules and 
Regulations. 

2. For male officers the face shall be clean shaven, other than the acceptable mustache 
and/or sideburns, in accordance with Department Rules and Regulations. 
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B. JEWELRY AND BODY PIERCING JEWELRY 

1. If a necklace is worn, it must be completely concealed under the shirt. 

2. No more than two rings may be worn on each hand. 

3. Bracelets, other than medical bracelets, shall not be worn. 

4. Earrings or body piercing jewelry shall not be worn while on duty for safety reasons. 

C. A Subdivision Commander may make exceptions or modify the above listed restrictions 
when appropriate. 

D. TATTOOS 

1. Any tattoo that cannot be concealed by wearing the Class A uniform jacket and trousers 
is prohibited. 

2. Any tattoo that depicts obscene or offensive words, language or images, as determined by 
the Chief of Police, must be concealed at all times. 

E. INTENTIONAL SCARIFICATION AND BRANDING 

1. Any intentional scarification and branding that cannot be concealed by wearing the Class 
A uniform jacket and trousers is prohibited. 

2. Any intentional scarification and branding that depicts obscene or offensive words, 
language or images, as determined by the Chief of Police, must be concealed at all times. 

F. NO ITEM SHALL BE WORN ON OR ATTACHED TO THE UNIFORM UNLESS IT IS 
SPECIFICALLY AUTHORIZED BY THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 

ORDERING, REPLACEMENT AND RETURNING PROCEDURE 

I. ORDERING PROCEDURE 

A. UNIFORMS 

1. A chit must be obtained from the Commissary before any uniform or equipment item 
can be ordered. 

2. After receiving a chit, the officer will place the order at an authorized uniform supplier 
within seven days. 

3. Officers or uniform suppliers may not make changes to a chit. 

4. Officers or uniform suppliers may not make exchanges for uniform or equipment items 
purchased with a chit. 

B. SPECIAL UNIFORMS AND EQUIPMENT - Any new uniform or equipment item 
authorized and required by the Chief of Police will be furnished as necessary. 

n. LOST, STOLEN OR DAMAGED DEPARTMENT PROPERTY 

A. Any officer, upon discovering that issued department property in their control has been 
lost, stolen or damaged, shall immediately notify his commanding officer in writing as 
follows: 

1. If any police equipment is lost or damaged, a Lost/Damaged Property Report must be 
completed. 
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2. If any item is stolen, or is damaged as a result of a criminal act, an Incident Report and 
a Lost/Damaged Property Report must be completed. 

3. If any item is lost and has any identifying number, serial number, etc., an Incident 
Report and a Lost/Damaged Property Report must be completed. 

B. Commanders shall review Lost/Damaged Property Reports and reports of stolen property 
and forward to the Subdivision Commander. 

C. Subdivision Commanders shall forward one copy of all Lost/Damaged Property reports to 
the Equipment Control Officer. 

III. REPLACEMENT OF UNIFORMS AND EQUIPMENT 

A. UNIFORM SHIRTS AND TROUSERS 

1. New members will receive: 

a. Three navy blue long sleeve shirts 

b. Three navy blue short sleeve shirts 

c. One white long sleeve shirt 

d. One white short sleeve shirt 

e. Four navy blue trousers, one of which must be the standard 4-pocket trouser 

f. Two black clip-on ties 

2. Members with one or more years of service will only receive replacement shirts and 
trousers upon submitting to the Commissary worn or damaged uniforms as a result of 
use in the performance of their duty. 1 

3. The determination as to if an item is worn or damaged rests with Commissary 
personnel. In cases of conflict, Patrol Operations Bureau supervisory persomiel will 
make the final determination. 

B. EQUIPMENT 

1. New members will receive all authorized equipment through either the chit system or 
Commissary. 

2. Members with one or more years of service will only receive replacement equipment 
upon submitting to the Commissary the worn or damaged equipment as a result of use 
in the performance of their duty. 

3. The determination as to if an item is worn or damaged rests with Commissary 
personnel. In cases of conflicts, Patrol Operations Bureau supervisory personnel will 
make the final determination 

C. JACKETS 

1. New members will be issued a chit for one authorized duty jacket and one Ike jacket. 
The Ike jacket will not be used as a duty jacket and will not be replaced unless it is 
damaged as a result of use in the performance of their duty. 

2. Members may receive a chit for a new authorized duty jacket every five years unless it 
is damaged as a result of use in the performance of their duty. 
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IV. UNIFORM REVIEW COMMITTEE 

A. The Uniform Review Committee will be a three-member panel consisting of a 
representative from each subdivision as designated by the Subdivision Commanders. 

B. The committee will review and consider all reported cases of lost, stolen or damaged 
property and rule on such cases on a quarterly basis. 

C. The following considerations will be used in reviewing cases: 

1. All members are responsible for equipment and uniforms issued to or used by them. 

2. Lockers are assigned to each officer to allow officers to secure their belongings. 

3. The public has access to most areas of police department and no area should be 
considered entirely secure. 

4. The City of Akron cannot be expected to provide adequate protection to individuals 
who display a careless attitude. 

5. Facts and circumstances contained in the Lost/Damaged Property Report, Incident 
Report or submitted confidential reports. 

6. The committee may ask for and hear oral statements of members or witnesses at the 
committee’s discretion. 

D. Findings of the committee 

1. The findings of the committee may or may not subject the officer to replacement and 
reimbursement charges and disciplinary action. 

2. The committee’s decision and findings will be forwarded to the Subdivision 
Commander of the officer involved. 

3. An officer wishing to appeal the findings of the Uniform Committee may request, in 
writing, to address the committee at their next quarterly meeting. 

V. RETURNING OF POLICE DIVISION PROPERTY 

A. Upon retiring, resigning, or separating from the Akron Police Department an officer must 
return items that remain the property of the City of Akron to the Equipment Control 
Officer. Any item not turned in may result in delay of the officer’s final payroll check. 

B. Required items to be turned in: 

1. All department badges 

2. All identification and swipe cards 

3. Rules and Regulations 

4. Procedures 

5. Department weapons and ammunition 

6. Department handcuffs 

7. Department retractable baton 

8. Riot equipment 

9. Department OC spray and holster 

10. Department keys 

11. Special unit equipment 

12. Body armor 

13. Electronic control device and related equipment 
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14. Radio and charger with adapter 

15. Two radio batteries 

16. Flashlight and charger with adapter 

17. Any other department owned items 

VI. CHANGES IN AUTHORIZED UNIFORMS AND EQUIPMENT 

A. Any officer may suggest a change or addition to the authorized uniform and equipment 
requirements. The officer’s request for the change must be in writing to the Uniform 
Committee, through the Chain of Command. 

B. Any such request must include some form of documented need. 

C. All requests will be considered by the Uniform Committee and submitted to the Chief of 
Police for his review.
